ROME, Aug. 28—(AP)—The Vat-

KENTVILLE, N. S., —(CP)— 
Two girls, driving a truck load of 
tracts and hymn books over the 
North and South Mountain regions 
have recruited 56 children in iso- 
lated hilltop areas for the Sunday 
School by Post.
